database; assigning positional identifiers correlating the indicia to the titles; generating a table of 
contents printout; attaching the table of contents to the binder whereby a user may view the table 
of contents, select a desired title, flip the sheets to select a pocket bearing identifying indicia 
corresponding to the positional identifier associated with the title; and including all of the other 
limitations of the independent claims. 

Liener Chin et al discloses an apparatus of organizing, however, Liener Chin et al does 
not disclose a method of organizing comprising: providing an online database structured to store 
a master listing of compact disc titles; selecting from the database the title for the compact disc 
titles to provide a collection of titles; generating a table of contents printout by selecting the 
collection of titles and their respective positional identifiers.
